The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : The closest prior art 
of record, LANSBURY, teaches 2,2'-bipyridine complexes to treat Alzheimer's, however it does 
not teach or suggest the use of 1,10-phenanthroline complexes. While phen and bipy ligands are 
structurally similar, bipy ligands are potentially labile ligands, having at least one degree of 
rotational freedom not present in the phen ligand. Thus, one would not necessarily consider the 
ligands equivalent, particularly in medicinal usage.
